Coming into these 
final few games we definitely had an 
opportunity to finish strong, geta 
couple of extra wins and finish ona 
high. We’ve tweaked training, added 
different stimulus, tried to break up 
the monotony of the week-in week- 
out, celebrated our retirees, and gen- 
erally tried to find some different ways 
to kick on and enjoy those last few 
weeks, although it’s not been reflect- 
ed in results. 


That aside, where we are, closing out 
the season, we’ve got to look at the 
positives and some major achieve- 
ments that we’ve had. As a club and 

a fan base just pulling together to get 
through a really tough year off the 
back of covid is an immense achieve- 
ment. We are keeping some really 
strong members of the team, others 
are moving on, but that leaves us with 
a great opportunity to start afresh ina 
new stadium and put 2020/21 behind 
us. 


From myself and the rest of the 
performance and medical team | just 
want to say a huge thank you for 
sticking with us through the highs and 
lows of the last 18 months.

London hit back and led temporarily 
after forwards Greg Richards and Pat 
Moran’s scores were kicked by Hankin- 
son.

Martyn Ridyard scored and convert- 
ed his try to put the hosts back in 
the lead before three quickfire scores 
entered the Broncos into a Half-time 
lead. Abbas Miski continued his fine 
season with another score before 
Sadiq Adebiyi and Gideon Boafo both 
went in. 


Trailing 16-28 at the break, Swinton’s 
afternoon became more difficult when 
Boafo added his second which gave 
the Lions a mountain to climb. 


Mike Butt and Ben Heyes added tries 
for the Lions before Luis Roberts’ ef- 
fort was left crucially left unconverted 
three minutes from time which meant 
an 18th league defeat of the season 
for the League One bound Lions. 


Since Allan Coleman was appointed 
interim Head Coach at the club, Swin- 
ton have seen an improvement on the 
field and Coleman has been rewarded 
for his efforts and will lead the club 
into 2022 in a permanent capacity. 


Swinton beat Dewsbury in Coleman’s 
first match as Head Coach and backed 
up their only win of the season with a 
draw against fellow strugglers Old- 
ham.
